Science from the moon suffered
a few disappointments, but most
of the instruments left behind by
Apollo 16 are returning good daza.

The Alsep heat-flow experiment
was put out of commission when
Jobhn Young accidentally pulled a
wire loose, but the rest of the
package is returning stcady in-
tormatian.

The 24-hour-early ending to Aollo 16
meant moving the splash point from
northwest to southeast of Christmas
Island, but that presented no prob-
lems to crew or recovery team.
Casper's passengers were as happy
to get home as "Jumping Jack”
Young was to get to the moon in
the above picture photographed from
a TV screen.

The scientific subsatellite was
launched into a six-to-nine-month
orbit rather than the pre-planned
one year lifetime. This was a re-
sult of skipping a shaping burn
by the spacecraft so as not to
exercise the service propulsion
svstem any more than necessary.

Radio contact with the sub-
satellite  was achieved after
Orion’s batteries died — the
science package and the LM use
the same freyuency.

The joint working groups that
generated the reports met last
Nevember and December in Mos-
cow.

ule, Orion was turned loose. It
immediately started a slow tumb-
ling. The trouble was an improp-
erly posirioned circuit breaker.

The subsatellite, with its scien-
tific equipment, was injected into
lunar crbit, bur ne immediate
radio contact could be made with
it since its operating frequency
was the same as the lunar mod-
ule’s.

Without attitude control, the
LM ascent srage could not be im-
pacted onto the moon as planned.
It is expected to fall from orbit
on its own in about 200 days.
